The object of this bill is to utilize more of the sunlight (hiring 


the summer season, and to promote this end the law orders that clocks will 


be put twenty minutes ahead on each of the four Sundays in April, and tluit j 
they will be turned hack to the same extent in September. 


The bill might be termed an "early rising" bill for the summer season,

Judge Hadley lias also frequently referred to Hie need of such 
a lavr to prohibit the unrpftraincd sale of firearms to minors or anybody 


-who may call for them. 
Several Iragcdies around Lowell and other cities 


have resulted from the sale of firearms lo lunatics and men contemplating 
suicide or murder. The bill in question will compel all dealers to lake out 
licenses and all purchasers !o show n lieem-c from police authorities and to 
slale^ upon a regisier kept for (he purpose by each dealer (lie name and 


business of purchaser and intended use of tlie weapon. The manufacturers 


and dealers in firearms will, of course, oppose this bill, but it is a necessary 
measure and should become law.
